LL the Aldermen and the Sheriffs come to the Lord Eleé&t, by eight a Clock in the morning, in their fcarlet gowns furred, and their cloaks born with them, and their horfeg 
and fo ride to the Gui/d- Ha// ; and the Batchelors, called [Rich Batchelors, who are a number of fubftangial Freemen of the Company my Lorn Mayor is of, not as yet of the 
Livery,} and the Livery of the new Lorp’s Company, with Gentlemen Ufhers all [going in decent order} before him. 

But the old Loro rideth from his own place to the Ha// alone, having no Officers to wait upon him, but the Common Hunt, as a Gentleman Uther going before him, and the 
mmon Huntiman, or one Yeoman of the water-fide, with his own men following him: and fo he tarricth at the Hall. ‘ -_— . 

And after they be all come together, they take thcir horfes, and ride to the Vintree, where they take barge to We/tminfter-Bridge, [being atterded by divers Companies in thei 
Barges, adorned with Banners and Streamers, with the found of Trumpets, Kettle Dums, Hautboys, and other Mufical Inftruments.] And after they are landed, the Loap Mayor 
and Aldermen put on their Cloaks within the Palace, and go round about the Hall, [where they perform many Conrtefies,} and fo up to the Exchequer to be {worn. 

When the oath is taken in the Excheguer, they come down again. and go firft to the King’s-Bench, then to the Commen-P/eas, and fo putting off their Cloaks, walk about the 
King’s tombs in ’¢minfler- Abbey, and then take Barge again: being in their paflage, of later times, faluted by the Chambers, or Guns, placed on the other fide of the water. 

Being landed at B/ack-Friers, in London, all the feveral Companies of the City, who had honoured him in their Barges to Weftininfler, and back again, do likewife perform 
their attending fervice, as he with the Aldermen rides to the Gui/d-Ha//, todinner. ‘The Streamers and Banners attend each Company as they pais, Mufical Initruments playing before 
them, and before the Lornp Mayor and Aldermen ; the City Officers walk in ftate, bearing the Sword, the Mace, and Cap of Maintenance, together with the City Strearners, 
Banners flying, and Mufick founding. In their paflage to Gui/d-Ha//, the ftreets are lined with the Livery-Men of the feveral Companies. The Artillery Company are now alfo in 
their arms, paying their refpects to the Lorn Mayor. There is alfo the folemmity of the Pageants accompanyig, with fpeeches made thence to him, either in his praife, or in praife 
of the City and Trade. The balconies of every houfe are {pread with rich Tapiitries : which with the windows are thronged with fpectators, not only Gentlemen and Ladies, al} 
in their beft and richeft attire, but of all inferior ranks of people, and the ftreets crowded with multitudes, who are much delighted with fhows and pomp. Squibs and ferpents, ang 
fuch like fire-works, were thrown about, to aflright fome, and delight others, till the miichief this rude {port did, was at length ftri¢tly prohibited, by a fpecial Act of Parliament. All 
thefe things added to the fplendor of the day. , 

(Being come in all this triumph to Gui/d-Ha/l, the Lorp Mayor and Aldermen alight from their horfes, and go to the famptuous feaft prepared there for them. Full well may 
this be called a Bea/?, and ranked next in honour to St. Georve’s Feaft ! for the honourable Lords of his Highnefs's Privy-Council, other Lords, Barons, Judges, Ladics, Gentlemen, and 
Gentlewomen, with foreign Ambafladors and Strangers, dine there, 2's invited gyeits, and often Kings and Queens of the Realm: and therefore it is deiertfully termed, The Lonp 
Mayor's FEAST.} 


At their coming into the Hall, the new Lorpv Mayor, with two of the ancienteft Aldermen, [Mafter Recorder,] and the Sheriffs, go up to the Lorn’s table to bid them we! 
come, and likewile all the other Guells. And from thence they goto the Lany Mayoress her table, and come out to the Gentlewoinens table, [and the Judges ;] and fo fromrthence 
the faid new Lorp Mayor goeth into the Chamberlain’s Oftice, where he dineth. Concerning the old Lorp Mayor, {o foon as they come into the Hall, be goeth up to the high 
table in the Hu/fings, and there keepeth the ftate for that feat. [When the Hall is ferved with the feconds, then the new Lorp Mayor goeth with Mafter Recorder, and thofe 
Aldermen that dined with him, to bid the old Lorn, and all the Companies, or Guelts, in the Hall wellcome.] 


Then after dinner he goeth with the Aldermen to Pau/’s, and all the Companies waiting, and itanding in their due places for his coming.

Laft week in the Lord Mayor's Court at Guildhal, Lon- ¢ 


don, came on to be argued before Baron Thomfon, Re- 
corder, a Caufe on a Mariner’s petition to be -difcharged 
for not beirg enrolled in London, according to the Act 
of 5 Queen Eliz. cap. 5. Sec. 12. To which the Defendant 
pleaded an enrollment at the Trimity-houfe in London, 
puriuant to Letters Patents granted by King Charles II. 
( Uye Apprentice was put out by the Governors of Chrift’s 
Hofpit.l) The queftion therefore on a demurrer was, whe- 
ther fuch enrollment was good ? And after a full hearing 
by Council on both fides, the Court was of opinion, and 
it was adjuged, that an enrollment at the Trinity-houfe 
was hot a good enrollment within the meaning of the faid 

Aad, or according te the Cuftom of London; and there- 
upon judgment was awarded for the Apprentice to be dif- 

charged from the Mafter.--- Wherefore this publick no- 
tice Is given to caution all fuch Masters to enroll their Ap- 
entices before the Chamberlain of London, as the faid 

_ AR direéts. I think this a good eaution, but the Claufe 
in the Act is fuller, which, for the benefit of my Readers 

about Wapping, Deptford, Greenwich and Woobkwich, I 
fhall reprint, viz. That from henceforth it fliall be lawful to 
all every owner and owners of fhips or veffels, and 
to evety houtholder, ufing and exercifing the trade of the 
Seas by fifhing, or otherwife; and to every gunner or 


gunness, commonly called cannoneers, and to every fhip-’ 


wright, to take and keep one or more apprentice or ap- 
prentices to be brought u¢ in the faid Trade or Trades, 
every one of the fame apprentice or apprentices to be to 
them bound for ten years, or under, and every appren-

then to be enrolled in the next Town-incorporate to the 
habitation of every fuch apprentice.
